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WIRE ROPE PATENTSACTION FOR INFRINGEMENT. 
COURT OF EXCHEQUER, JAN. ‘9-10. 
[Special Sittings in London before the Lonp Curer Baron and a Special J ury.] 
Newa.z v. Wesster.—Sir Toomas WILDE (with whom was Mr. Jervis, 
Mr. Webster, and ‘Mr. Denison) stated tltis to be an action for infringe- 
ment of @ patent for improvements in wire ropes, and in the niachinery 
for making such ropés, the plaintiff not Aaiming tobe the original inven- 
tot of wire ropes, but only for various improvements, which consisted prin- 
cipally in keeping the individual wires free from twist, and placing cores 
in the strands and ropes; there were two other improvements—one re- 
lating to a machine, and the other to the mode of fastening the rope; but 
as the two he had first mentioned were the only two the defendant had 
infringed, he should confine the plaintiff’s case to such two, which the 
plaintiff claimed in combination, and not separately. By law if a party 
took ‘out a patent for several things, and one was proved to have been 
tised before, the whole patent failed, but, as these two improvements were 
to be taken together, the defendant could not defeat the plaintiff, by prov- 
ing one to be old, but must show the combination of the two to be so. These 
improvements the plaintiff claimed also, irrespective of the machinery, his 
case being—“ I am the first person who has made wire ropes free from 
twist, and having cores;” and it mattered not how such ropes were made, 
whether by machinery or otherwise, a party making such ropes would be 
guilty of an infringement of the patent. The defendant’s case, he believed, 
would be found to consist in an allegation that they only used their own 
hempen rope laying-machine, which they had used for years at their ex- 
tensive manufactory near Sunderland ; but that, he contended, would be 
no answer, unless they could show they had made wire ropes by it of the 
¢ description antecedent to the plaintiff’s patent. 

Mr. Carpmael (civil engineer and patent agent) examined by Mr. Jervis: 
He described the nature of hempen rope manufacture—that for several 

ears machinery had been used for making strands and ropes, one machine 

ing called the stranding machine, and the other the laying machine, but 
in all these machines twist was given to the individual yarns and strands, 
Mr. Carpmael then described the plaintiff’s machinery, of which a model 
was produced, explaining, that as the bobbin frames always presented the 
same face, and were never turned themselves in the revolutions of the ma- 
chine, the wires and strands were kept free from twist; that until the 
plaintiff’s patent, he never heard of wire ropes free from twist, and with 
éores.—In his cross-examination by Sir Frederick Thesiger, the Solicitor- 
General (with whom were Mr. Whateley, Mr. Watson, and Mr. Frederick 
Robinson, for the defendant), the witness stated he never saw or heard of 
any hempen rope in which twist was prevented; that he was aware that to 
put a centre yarn in strands, and cores in ropes when the strands exceeded 
three, was common in hempen rope making ; that making wire ropes was 
not new—they first began in Germany; afterwards, about 1835, were in- 
troduced into this country; knew Mr. Andrew Smith had obtained patents 
eonnected with wire ropes; never saw wire ropes with cores before plain- 
tiff’s patent; witness was of opinion that any workman of ordinary skill 
might make a machine, by taking the specification and drawings together; 
that he knew plaintiff had never made a machine according to his patent 
to make strands and ropes at one time, but had separated the machine into 
seven portions, and made strands and ropes separately. 

This witness was confirmed by Mr. Thomas Smith (of Neweastle), Capt. 
Eddy (agent to the lead mines of the Duke of Devonshire), Mr. Byram 
(agent to the collieries of Earl Fitzwilliam), Mr. Wightman (superintendent 
of the Blackwall Railway), and Mr. Dickson (ropemaker of Gateshead). 
These witnesses were severally cross-examined, from which it appeared 
that-they were not much acquainted with rope machinery; that, with the 
exception of Mr. T. Smith and Mr. Dickson, none of them had ever seen 
plaintiff’s manufactory; that Mr. Dickson had never seen any wire rope 
except plaintiff’s, and a piece he had made himself by hempen rope ma- 
chinery, by means of the register and press block, and in which the wires 
were twisted; that the plaintiff made strands and ropes at different times, 
and not at one operation, as claimed by the patent, and that to make the 
separated portions of the machine, so as not to twist the wire, the propor- 
tions of the wheel work had been altered, but which alterations, they con- 
tended, had not affected the principle of the compound machine. 

Mr. Cloudsley (a workman, who was employed by plaintiff) stated, he 
had made the plaintiff’s model without difficulty, according to the speci- 
fication and drawings, with which it corresponded, and it completely an- 
swered.—On cross-examination by the Solicitor-General, this witness re- 
luctantly admitted, that when he first made the model the arms were too 
short, and the stud-wheels too small, and that new arms and enlarged wheels 
had to be provided, which had caused delay and expense ; that the plaintiff 
had superintended the making of such model, and, notwithstanding which, 
the error had not been discovered until the model had been nearly completed. 

Mr. Marshall (viewer of Washington Colliery) produced a piece of wire 
rope, which that colliery had purchased of defendant ; and Mr. Carpmael, 
who was recalled, stated this rope was made of untwisted wires with cores, 
both in the strands and ropes, and was an invasion of plaintiff’s patent. 

The Soricrror-GENeERAL, before addressing the jury for the defendant, 
called upon his Lordship for his construction of the plaintiff’s specification, 
which, he contended, claimed the making wire ropes of untwisted wires, 
and with cores, as two separate and distinct improvements, and not in 
combination—for the specification, both at its beginning and end, had de- 
signated the one as the first claim, and the other as the second, and had 
expressly stated the one might be used without the other; and hence he 
contended, if one were proved to be old, the whole patent was void. He 
also contended, that the patent by its title was for machinery, and not ir- 
respective of it—and that, therefore, as plaintiff had not proved the de- 
fendant to have used the compound machine, no infringement had been 
committed, and defendant would be entitled at once to a verdict. 

Sir Tuomas Witpe contended at great length.for the view of the spe- 
cification as he had opened it to the jury. 

The Lory Curer Baron stated, the construction of the specification 
Was matter of law, and therefore he-should reserve the point for the opi- 
nion of the Court above, in case the verdict were given for the plaintiff, 
after hearing the defendant’s case. 

The Soriciror-GEeNERAL then opened the defendant’s case in an elo- 
quent speech, in which, after observing on the incorrectness and ambiguity 
of plaintiff’s specification, by which it was clear no workman could make 
a machine without being led into vexatious error and expensive altera- 
tions, as had been shown by the evidence of the party whom the plantiff 
himself had employed to make his model, and who, notwithstanding he had 
had the plaintiff’s assistance, had been completely misled, stated that, as 
to the first claim of the plaintiff, that of keeping the wires free from twist, 
he should show it was destitute of all novelty, being accomplished by the 
bobbin frames being made always to present the same face, which was pre- 
cisely the principle of the hempén rope laying machines, invented by Cart+ 
wright and others, which machines had been in use at defendant’s factory 
for nearly half a century ; that, as to plaintiff’s second improvement, the 
usé of cores in the strands and ropes, it was the common practice of all 
hempen ropemakers, as even plaintiff’s witnesses had admitted—which was 
nothing more, in short, than Huddart’s Register Plate, in constant use by 
defendant and all ropemakers of any reputation in that trade, and had been 
stated as a principle of ropemaking in several treatises, especially in Brew- 
ston’s FE. ia, Chapman on Cordage, and many other works. He was 
aware that his learned friend would contend, that, although both these im- 
provements were, in fact, old in hempen rope mammufacture, they were new 
in wire rope making ; but the mefe change of material did not entitle the 
plaintiff to a patent, for he had expressly stated on the face of his specifica- 
tion, that he did not claim wire ropes, or the substitution of wire for hemp; 
and as the plaintiff had done nothing more than take the same plan of 
preventing twist and using cores which had’ been practised in hempen 
rope, and merely applied the same to wire rope, he had made no discovery 
of any new invention, but had rather borrowed an old invention of others, 
and, therefore, he could not support his patent.

It is not for the use of oxide of manganese m the melt- 
ing of cast-steel, for carburet of manganese is expressly mentioned, and distin- 
guisifed from oxide of manganese—nor could the patent for the use of the oxide 
have been supported, as that substance had been used long before in the process 
of melting steel ; nor is it'for the use of oxide of manganese in any mode of com- 
bination with the carbon generally—if it had been, it would be liable to a similar 
objection, as oxide of manganese had been used in crucibles containing in their 
construction a quantity of carbonaceous matter, with a portion of which “it 
would necessarily combine during the process; nor is it for the use of the oxide 
with such a quantity of carbon as would de-oxidate it, and leave the manga- 
nese alone to operate upon the steel, so that neither the quantity of the steel 
be altered, nor the crucible destroyed, by the oxide of manganese abstracting, 
as it otherwise would do, some quantity of carbon from them. The patent is 
obtained for the use of one peediiar combination of carbon and manganese, the 
metallic substance called carburet of manganese, and for the use of it in that 
state. The specification is expressly for the employment of carburet of man- 
ganese ; and the mode of using it is, by putting a certain quantity, by weight, 
ef that substance in‘an unimelted state into the crucible. This being, in our 
opinion, the true construction of the specification, it is clear that the defendant 
has not directly infringed the plaintiff’s patent, for he has never used that sab- 
stance in the mode ‘descriped. in the specifieation—-Then comes the question, 
whether he has indirectly infringed the patent, by imitating and using the 
same process substantially, but making a colourable variation?

He regretted to say, that 
having on his late visit to Cornwall seen Mr. W. West (the engineer employed 
to remfve the engine from Pelgooth), he had been informed by that gentleman, 
that, the new work required for the engine would be very considerable, and that 
the boilers: were not safe to work to a greater pressure than 101bs. to the inch. 
A new engine would, he believed, command the work of the mine, where two 
would be otherwise employed, saving 60.to 70 percent. of fuel—not to remark 
on cost of labour, oil, &c., which, without wear and tear, might be estimated, 
at least, at 20/. per month. He (Mr. English) considered, that not less than 
30001 would be indispensable for putting the mine fairly to work.

HucHes 
asked what amount had been paid during the half-year as interest on the 
monthly minimum balances ?—The Carman replied, 4761/.

A general meeting of the members of this society was held on Wednesday, 
the 15th inst., at the King’s Head Tavern, in the Poultry, where more accom- 
modation could be afforded than at the office, in the Old Jewry, for their nu- 
merous attendance on the occasion. 

Mr. F. 8. Sroxes (one of the directors) presided. 

Mr.. Harpy (the actuary) read a statement of the society’s proceedings for 
the year ending Dee. 31, 1844, which commenced with congratulating the pro- 
prietors on the flourishing condition of the association—a proof that it was based 
on sound principles, and did not, like assurance offices in general, depend upon 
chance.or good fortune for success, The last few years, and more especially 
the year 1844, had completed the triumph of the principle of mutuality, a large 
number of societies having been formed thereupon, appropriating, with some 
degree of unfairness, indeed, its very name. The business of this society had 
increased during the past year, both in the number of its members, and in the 
amount of their assurances, more than in any previous year. The society had 
effected insurances to the extent of about 500,000/, while its corresponding in- 
come from annual premiums was 17,0002; its actual and tangible capital on 
the 31st December last. exceeded 78,0007. The average amount of claims by 
death since the commencement was below the standard tables of mortality, and 
very few policies had been forfeitéd or surrendered, which showed the high 
value set upon them by the holders. The surplus profit fund for this year, ex- 
ceeding 38,0001, would give an equivalent addition to all the policies. Ifthe 
present surplus fund were at once divided amongst all the members, old and 
new, it would give an average return in cash of the sum of 34/. 12s. for every 
1002. paid in; or, if a new policy. were granted to every member, without any 
additional premium, it would be equal in amount to 692. 4s. for every 1002. paid 
in ;—so that a member insured for ten years, at a premium of 100/. per annum, 
might receive in cash the sum of 3462, or a new A without premium, equal 
to.692/. It-was a remarkable fact, that out of a population of 25,000,000 in this 
country, scarcely 100,000 persons had their lives insured, so that the proportion 
of the uninsured to the insured was 250 to 1; in and about the metropolis the 
reverse of this proportion was the case. The rural districts and country towns, 
then, afforded ample field for the operation of the principle of this society, and 
a Jocal board had been formed at Gloucester, whence an income of 5002. a year 
in premiums was now received ; another board at Leamington was nearly com- 
oe aw in their annual report, the directors hoped to be able to congratu- 
ate the members on a great multiplication of country associations pouring their 
contributions into the lap of the mother institution. 

The report, which gave entire satisfaction to those who heard it, was adé@pted, 
and.directed to be printed in extenso for distribution. The receipts of the year 
amounted to 28,1432, of which sum 32912 had been received during the past 
year, for 111 new policies. The annual premiums amounted to 13,5501 During 
the year seven policies had been claimed by death, the whole sum amounting 
to 35007. Balance.at the bankers, 31902. 

The CHArgaaNn and some of the directors urged upon the members the duty 
of disseminating the principle of the society ; and in the course of conversation 
it was stated by Mr. BurcHe xt, that in ten years 77/. 10s. had been added to 
his policy, in addition to 4262 6s., which was the total accumulation np to the 
pessoas year. His annual premium was 71J.; he had, therefore, added more than 

e paid, He had been insured in the Equitable twenty-four years, and had 





nly 24 per cont. added to his-policy.

revenue would exceed 6 per cent. on the outlay; but, even if the returns were 
considerably less favourable, they would no doubt have determined, in self- 
protection, to construct this branch.

capabilities of the neighbourhood of ‘Tiverton, especially as connected with the 
north of Devon, left no doubt whatever of a satisfactory return for the cost of 
construction. With respect to the branch from the Clevedon-road station to 
Clevedon, the length would not exceed four miles, through a very favourable 
country, and the engineer estimated the cost at about 10,0002; the present re=- 
ceipts at that station, and the obvious fact, that from the want of railway ac= 
cess to Clevedon, a large. amount of traflic by coach, private and horse car- 
riages, still existed between that place and Bristol, were suflicient evidences 
of the desirability of a branch line to that pleasant and improving watering 
place. The directors had determined to go to Parliament for authority to con- 
struct an improved junction with the Great Western line in Temple Mead; 
but reserving for future consideration the time and the conditions for carrying 
it into effect. In order to secure to the company the great advantage of bring- 
ing the Cornish traflic to their line at Exeter, it was expedient to co-operate 
with the Great Western, the South Devon, and the Bristol and Gloucester 
Companies, in lending some pecuniary aid to the Cornwall Railway from Ply- 
mouth te Falmouth ; and they had, therefore, taken the responsibility of pledg- 
ing their company to a subscription for 1500 shares as their proportion of 5000 
shares. The amount, at 502 each, was 75,0002, which, when paid, would bear 
interest. In order to raise the capital required for these several purposes, the 
directors recommended the proprietors to authorise the issue of 15,000 third 
shares at 33/. 6s, 8d. each, which would produce 500,0002, allotting at par one 
such third share to every original whole share. Should any ofthe proprietors 
decline to take them, the directors would adopt the best mode of disposing of 
such unclaimed third shares for the benefit of the company. ‘The directors had 
not deemed it advisable to limit the new capital to the amount immediatel 
required for the proposed branches, and for the subscription to the Plymout.

A meeting of the shareholders of this company was held at the office, in Vil- 
liers-street, Strand, on Thursday, the 16th inst., Wmt1AM Hawes, Esq., in the 
chair.—The minutes of the last meeting, held on the 12th December, having 
been read and confirmed, the CuarrMan stated that the object of the present 
meeting was simply to confirm the resolutions agreed to upon the last oecasion, 
which went to empower the company to raise an additional capital of 10,0002 
The Act of Parliament required that when any matter of this kind was brought 
before the proprietors, a subsequent meeting should be held to confirm the 
proceedings of the former meeting. He had nothing to state beyond what 
he had intimated before—viz., that they were obliged to go to Parliament to 
obtain an Act to complete their undertaking. The Messrs. Tillet, acting under 
the advice of Mr. Whithall, the solicitor, had been induced to withdraw 
from the friendly offers which had been made on the part of the company ; this, 
however, was a matter of comparatively little moment. Had the gentlemen 
agreed to the terms which had been made to them, the company would have 
had to pay perhaps 5002, or above, which would have been more than the pro- 
perty was actually worth. To carry out the objects which they had in view, 
it would cost the company some 8002 or 9001; but it was to be remembered, 
that, under an Act of Parliament, no more than the actual value of property 
required would be given in the way of compensation. He should have been 
very glad if the company could have saved this outlay of money, but they had 
very difficult people to deal with.

LANCASTER AND CARLISLE RAILWAY. 


The half-yearly general meeting of the pregetotere of this company was held 
at Lancaster, on Wednesday, the 15th inst., Mr. D. W. Hassets in the chair. 
—The directors reported that the whole of the works from Lancaster to Car- 
lisle, with a single line only, had been let to Messrs. Brassey, Mackenzie, and 
Stephenson, the contractors, within the engineering estimate. The works had 
since progressed satisfactorily, and the contractors had possession of sixty or 
seventy miles of land, without having had recourse to ary, although the 
total number of landowners dealt with had exceeded 300. At the Lancaster 
end of the line the works had not been commenced, owing to an alteration re- 

aired by the inhabitants in crossing the line, to effect which an application to 

arliament would be made in the ensuing session, and the result of it would be 
that, in addition to improving the connection of the line with Lancaster, it 
would be shortened by half a mile, without additional cost. Another devia- 
tion was proposed to be made at Kendal. The directors now propo to lay 
down a double instead of a single line, and within the .capital authorised by 
the Act. To complete the great chain of railway communication between 
England and Scotland, the directors had resolved on supporting the proposed 
Caledonian line, as offering facilities superior to any other for communicating 
with Edinburgh and Glasgow, and for embracing the traffic of the north of 

Scotland. The construction of the proposed Kendal and Windermere line 

“would increase the traffic of the Lancaster and Carlisle, and the directors had 

‘entered into a conditional contract with the Lancaster and Preston Company, 

‘to the effect that in consideration of the Lancaster and Carlisle Company as- 

‘puming the 113,0002 debt of the former, and paying 5 per cent. on their capital 

of 400,0002., the Lancaster and Carlisle should lease the line, of twenty miles in 
extent. The accounts showed that the receipts had amounted to 174,695 

leaving, after the payment of expenses, a balance of 85,8291—The CHAIRMAN 
congratulated the meeting on the company’s affairs, and, after some remarks, 
the report was received, and the conditional agreement with the Lancaster 


and ati oe ratified. 








Ramwa¥ Srartistics.—It now appears that the traffic of the last six 
months of 1844, on the thirty-eight principal railways of Great Britain, 
amounts to three millions and a quarter, or more—exactly 3,264,450/. 
This traffic has been carried on 1522 miles of railway, and 234 miles of 
branch lines—making in all 1756 miles. This revenue is 450,000 more 
than the corresponding half of last year. It is chiefly owing to the im- 
provement in the trade of the country, and only slightly to the increase in 
extent of lines opened tothe public. It represents an improvement of nearly 
ten millions in the value of English railways since the commencement of 1844. 
‘This amounts to about 4000/ per mile per annum, of which let us take 
1600/. for working expenses, and we have 2400 per mile per annum for 
dividend, indicating a market Value of 48,000/. per mile, at twenty years’ 

urchase, The total sum available this half-year for interest and divi- 
dends will be about two millions, giving, for the value of all the important 
lines of*the country, at twenty years’ purchase, a sum of 80,000,000. But 
as many of the lines are worth more than twenty years’ purchase, and as 
many small lines are not included in this estimate, while some are in course 
of construction and not open for traffic, it may be near the truth to say, 
that at the commencement of 1845 we start with a national property in 
railways worth not less than one hundred millions. 

Procress or Rartwars.—The following lines have risen above 50 per

This association was formed about two years ago, under the title of “ the Villaverde 
Mining Association,” for working a lead mine in the neighbourhood of Seville. <A con- 
siderable amount of work has been done in this mine, and the operations are now driving 
on a large vein of promising character, which gives every reason to believe that a bunch 
of ore is close at hand. The samples of ore on assay in this country gave 75 per cent. lead, 
with a small admixture of silver. 

In the course of last summer the association acquired four additional lead mines and 
eight valuable copper mines in the province of Andalusia, in all of which a certain amount 
of preliminary work has been effected towards laying open the veins and ascertaining 
their value. 

The following passages from recent reports of Mr. F. Burr, the company’s experienced 
superintendent in Spain, relative to such of the mines as have been examined, will suffi- 
ciently convey the best idea of their character and indications :— 

1. This mine is upon a noble vein, and one which offers great facilities for working. 
We found the discoverer’s description fully borne out by the reality, the vein being of enor- 
mous size, cropping out to the surface in large rocks, in places seven or eight feet high, 
and producing good stones of lead ore, where cut into by a small stream. Besides this, 
other parts of the vein were deeply tinged with green carbonate of copper; and yet, ex- 
traordinary to say, this magnificent vein was wholly untried, though an opportunity was 
afforded by the intersection of a deep barranco (ravine) of laying it open to a considerable 
depth by a level, at a comparatively small expense. I doubt, indeed, whether in any 
other country in Europe (and I am acquainted with most), a vein could be found untried 
which showed at the very surface such unusual indications of mineral wealth. 

Its size cannot be stated with accuracy, but it is certainly not less than from ten to twelve 
feet, and probably in places even more. The shaft had hardly penetrated half way through 
the lode, but the yellow copper ore was increasing in quantity, and becoming more strongly 
mixed with the veinstone—affording every indication of a bunch of ore being not far dis- 
tant. The vein may not only be tried, but, to a certain extent, brought into an effective 
state of working in a space of time not likely to exceed a year and a half, and with an 
outlay which could hardly exceed £2000 to £3000. It is intersected by a great vein of 
lead, rich in silver. 

2. In this mine the vein does not at this point exceed a foot in width, but of this some 
inches are a continuous vein of rich copper ore, worth, I should say, £15 to £20 per ton. 

This mine promises well, and as we are already in a bunch of ore, may be looked to as 
likely to give early returns. 

3. In this mine the ore is a rich oxide of iron, without any mixture of spar or earthy 
matter, and containing, I have no doubt, 60 or 70 per cent. of metal. Of this ore thou- 
sands of tons might literally be quarried out by mere open cutting. Judging from ana- 
logy, there is every reason to believe that copper lies below (the iron vein), as this vein 
presents, although on a smaller scale, exactly the same appearances which the Rio Tinto 
must have done previously to its being worked. Should the vein make copper in depth, 
it will certainly form a very productive and lasting mine, very similar to that of Rio Tinto, 
which, after so many centuries of working, still remains unexhausted. This mine is in 
the immediate neighbourhood of the celebrated Rio Tinto Mines, belonging to the Spanish 
Government, but leased to private parties, and stated to produce 300 tons of fine copper 
annually. 

4. This mine is one the success of which may be looked upon as established. We have 
here a bunch of yellow copper ore within a few yards of the surface, with every indication 
of its continuance and expansion into a valuable mass in depth. The work done by the 
company in this mine consists of sinking a shaft eleven yards below the old works, in 
doing which we have found a leader or regular vein of yellow copper ore, intermingled 
with the green carbonate, and about four inches in width. About a ton of ore was broken 
in sinking the lower part of the shaft, where we were in whole ground ; the value of it 
may be £12 to £15 per ton. It is added, that not more than £1500-to £2000 will be re- 
quired to put the mine in a productive state, and that the time could not possibly exceed 
a year and a half. 

5. The copper vein in this mine is in continuation of the one now in produce in the ad- 
joining mine, worked by native proprietors. 

6. The lode here is in width about twelve feet, chiefly composed of gossan and porous 
calcareous spar. That this immense lode is in depth rich in copper seems the fair infer- 
ence from all that can be seen of its upper portion. 

If the lodes hold down in depth, as they promise on the surface, the success of a valua- 
ble mine would then be established. The expense of this trial, as that of the other mines 
in this district, I can at present only roughly estimate, but should not imagine, that pre- 
vious to meeting with some decisive result, an expenditure of more than £1200 to £1500 
would be required.

LONDON, JANUARY 18, 1845. 
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We this week resume the consideration of the subject mooted in 
a former Number—that of the establishment of a fund for the relief 
and partial support of the widows and orphans of the collier and 
miner, and congratulate ourselves on being in a position to state 
that a movement towards the accomplishment of so desirable an ob- 
ject has already taken place, the result of which affords conclusive 
evidence, that a measure so fraught with benefit, and having such 
peculiar claims on the humanity of the public generally, cannot fail 
of being achieved, if only ordinary care be observed in carrying out 
the object. It is with pleasure we state that Cornwall takes the 
lead in attracting attention to the subject, a meeting having been 
held in the Town Hall, at Callington, on the 11th instant, when the 
Mayor presided, and which was numerously attended—subscrip- 
tigns amounting to upwards of 50/. having been given in. This 
meeting will be followed by others at Liskeard, St. Austell, Helstone, 
Redruth, and Truro, embracing the principal mining districts, and 
where promises of support from the most influential part of the 
mining community is promised; and there is every reason to.be- 
lieve that the Members for the several boroughs, as well as the 
lords, adventurers, and principal merchants, will lend their ready 
aid. Measures have been partially taken to effect this, but it can 
only be by the united efforts of those resident in the several districts, 
aided by our humble endeavours, and supported generally by the 
mining interest, that we can hope for a successful issue. The local 
press can effect much, and on them we call with confidence to aid 
us by their advocacy, and affording publicity to the proceedings at 
the several meetings which may be held. 





We have this week given at some length the proceedings in the 
case Newa v. Wesster, which are of importance in themselves, 
as treating on a subject which has been advanced and upheld in our 
columns—that of the manufacture of wire rope; while the real ques- 
tion, so far as the patentee’s interest is concerned, if we understand 
the evidence rightly, appears to have been overlooked. As regards 
the simple question between the parties, as to whether the one or 
other is entitled to use certain machinery, we think that common 
sense ought to have solved it, without reference to Courts of Law, 
and the dicta of the Judges, the Cuier Baron honestly avowing, 
that he admitted a verdict for the plaintiff merely that the points 
raised should be brought before a superior court. The result is, as 
the learned Judge contemplated, an order for a new trial. Thus, 
thousands of pounds are to be expended in law, when a few grains 
of common sense would have effected all that was desired. 

The case is simple in itself. ‘The defendant had for the past fifty 
years employed certain machinery in the manufacture of hempen 
rope. Mr. Anprew Sirsa had taken out a patent for the manu- 
facture of wire rope, according to the ordinary principle on which 
hempen rope had been manufactured, but did not lay claim to any 
peculiar mode of manufacture. Mr. Newaxt (the plaintiff), how- 
ever, it appears, whether by chance or design, for such does not ap- 
pear in evidence, thought that a combination of the two would es- 
tablish him in a position, so that he might not only rival, but ride 
over both parties. He accordingly took out a patent for the ma- 
nufacture of wire rope by the application of certain machinery— 
the only novelty, as would appear to us, being the introduction of 
a core of wire, hemp, or other substance—thus applying, not only 
the machinery which had been in use for half a century, but the 
construction of a material which had been previously patented, 
Mr. Sir having taken out no less than four patents. 

That such a patent could not be maintained, we think is self-evi- 
dent, inasmuch that the law of patents is, we believe, sufficiently 
understood to preclude the chance of any empiric claiming the com- 
bination of two patents—or, rather, we should say, one patent, and 
an old invention. However, the case having been determined in 
favour of the plaintiff, as the Lorp Cuter Baron said, simply be- 
cause, in Jaying down the law, he wished to have it defined by the 
courts above, it is now settled that a new trial shall be held—so 
that the several witnesses may be re-examined, counsels’ speeches 
made, and fees paid, and the dictum of the Judge given, after obtain- 
ing advice which he should have acquired at his own cost, either of 
money or experience. So much for our law courts, and the equity 
to be found in them, as the presiding Judge declares that he puts 
the plaintiff and defendant to expense to satisfy himself. 

We are, however, leaving the main point, to which it was our 
object to direct attention—that of the use, the advantages, and pro- 
perties, of the wire rope; this has been oft treated on in our co- 
lumns, and we should regret if lawsuits and controversies of this 
nature should have the effect of enhancing the cost of the material 
—for we can all well understand that law costs must be paid from 
some source, and none appears more natural or legitimate than that 
which has given rise to them. 

Tn conclusion, we have only to observe, that we do not for a 
moment consider the question at issue between Newaut and 
Wensster can at all affect the application of wire rope; it is a mere 
point as to the use of certain machinery, and, no matter what be 
the resolve, or verdict of the jury, we feel satisfied that the material 
must, and will, supersede hempen rope, for all purposes, where care 
and attention be observed in its manufacture. 





It is rumoured that Government have resolved on “ instituting a 
similar Sg “aaa into the condition of mines as they have done with 
railways. Now, with all due respect and deference to Government, 
who have done nothing to protect the miner or the mine adventurer, 
we enter our protest against any such interposition. Mining is ho- 
nest employment, both for men and money.

reach them, if detected, and the charge proved on satisfactory evi- 
dence. Should such a measure be proposed, we hope “One and all” 
will unite to defeat it ; or they may rely upon it that the Board of 
Trade will define it—and Government will thus inflict another in-,

FLUCTUATION IN VALUE OF JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES. 


We have received from our correspondent, Mr. James Watson, of Glas- 
gow, a comparative statement of prices of shares in joint-stock companies in 
Scotland, on the 8th January, during the last seven years, with the amount 
of the advance or decline in each since last year. 

Ramways.—On referring to the list of railways, which includes all the 
principal English lines, a tolerable idea may be formed of the severe ordeal 
through which most of these companies have passed, before attaining their 
present prosperity ; it is, however, matter of congratulation, that the mil- 
lions of money embarked in these enterprises, which looked at one time 
as if they would have been greatly lessened, are now not only tangible, 
but capable of being realised, for the most part, at a handsome profit. A, 
few years ago, only two or three railways were selling at a premium, but 
there is now scarcely a line which has been fairly opened, that has not at- 
tained more than its original value. The complete success of railways, 
constructed even at a large expense, in populous and manufacturing dis- 
tricts, has been fairly established ; and they now form a most extensive 
and useful field of investment for all classes of the community. The en- 
tire increase in value of the lines included in the list, since last year, 
amounts to 8,424,753/. The prospects this year for some of the lines are 
favourable, and would be so for all, were it not for the new competing 
lines at present seeking legislative sanction. The impression, howeygr, 
daily gains ground, that protection will be afforded by Government to the 
existing lines of railway, and that, of the new schemes, the greater part of 
those making inroads on the old will be rejected. The sum proposed to 
be raised by the new companies amounts to about 70,000,000/, A regard, 
however, to the monetary affairs of the country, as well as a desire to pre- 
vent the formation of too many railways at once, will, in all probability, 
prevent Parliament sanctioning the expenditure of more than a small por- 
tion of this amount.—Great changes have taken place in the Scotch mineral 
lines of railway, owing partly to the fluctuating nature of the coal and iron 
trade, partly to the strikes of the miners, and partly to the competition of 
the different lines with each other. A proposal is now made for amalga~ 
mating three of these lines—a measure which, if equitably adjusted, is 
calculated to be of great advantage to each. ‘The revenues on the different 
lines have begun to improve, and the prospects are more favourable. Bal- 
lochney, Slamannan, Monkland and Kirkintilloch, Wishaw and Coltness, 
are each in demand, but Garnkirk is heavy. The Edinburgh and Glas- 
gow, and Glasgow and Ayrshire stocks, are each in fair demand—the 
latter is 212. per share higher than at this period last year, while the re- 
sources of the line appear only beginning to be developed. The new Scotch 
lines are nearly all at a discount. ; 

Banxs.—Considerable fluctuations have also taken place in bank stocks 
during the period referred to, particularly in those of the older establish- 
ments. The Bank of Scotland stock, for example, which in January, 1839, 
sold at 190. was in 1842 1543/., and the British Linen Company, which 
in 1839 brought 2402, was in 1844 done at 2171 The changes in the 
value of these securities do not, however, appear to have arisen from want 
of success in business, as the dividends have in no respect. fallen off, but 
may be accounted for by the difference in the value of money at different 
times, and by the new channels of investment opened up by railway and 
other joint-stock companies. The banks more recently established, al- 
though they have occasionally varied in price, have in general shown a 
steady and progressive increase in value. An advance in the aggregate 
market value of both old and new has taken place last year, to the extent 
of no less than 1,210,000/—a circumstance not less gratifying to the hold- 
ers, than exhibiting the estimation in which they are held by capitalists in 
general. ‘There has been less business in bank shares last month, but prices 
have ruled steadily, with the exception of the National, which, after the 
annual meeting, declined to 15 guineas for.the old, and 8l. 7s. for the new, 
but have since improved. A general expectation had been entertained by 
holders here, that in consequence of the large sum of “ rest ” known to be 
in the hands of the bank, some increase of dividend would take place, or, 
at least, the amount of this rest be announced: this expectation, however, 
has not been realised. Union has advanced to 973/. ex dividend.

Sir,—The directors of the Durham County Coal Company have adver- 
tised a list of about 1000 shares which they propose to forfeit for the non- 
payment of calls—so far, so good; if parties will not pay calls, then shares, 
as a matter of course, must be forfeited—at the same time, every facility 
should be given to the unfortunate holders of shares to enable them to sell 
at the best market; if this is not the case, then they are defrauded. Now, 
it is a fact, that in this company the directors systematically refuse to 
transfer shares ; there are parties‘in the north who would buy the shares 
at a fair price, but the directors object ; and they compel us to take, either 
from themselves, or from some one or other of their protegés, a less price 
than we could get in ‘the market, if we were allowed to dispose of our pro- 
perty to the best advantage ; and they have the assurance to assign, as a 
reason for this conduct, that they do not wish to place the shares in the 
hands of parties who do not consume the company’s coals. It isbad enough 
to have one’s shares clogged by restrictive measures of any sort, but it is 
infinitely worse to be insulted with such reasons, and it leads one to think 
that the directors have reasons for their conduct in reserve, which it would 
be even less creditable to them to disclose.

Grorocicat Curtosiry—(From a Correspondent ).—A few days since, 
as a miner, named W. Ellis, was working inthe Penydarran Mine Works, 
at forty-five yards depth, he struck his mandril into a piece of shale, and, 
to the surprise of the workmen, a frog leaped out of the cleft. When first 
observed, it appeared very weak, and, though of large size, could’ crawl 
only with difficulty.

INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS. 
‘ Jan. 14.—The Preswent in the chair 

The first meeting of the session of 1845 took place on Tuesday evening, the 
14th inst. ; we noticed that some further improvements had. been eflected.in the 
comfort and decorations of the rooms of the society.

- parallel compressed wooden keys, but even to these Mr. Barlow states 
fal objections, which, in his opinion, counterbalance the advantage of their 
elasticity and tendency to re-assume their original dimensions when ex: 
in a damp atmosphere, Being of small dimensions, and placed just at the sur- 
face of the ballast, they deeay rapidly; they swell and shrink with any change 
of temperature, thus becoming loose in dry weather, and requiring constant 
driving up, which soon destroys them. On the Midland Counties Railway; the 
duration of the wooden joint keys has not exceeded five years, and at the pre- 
sent priee of compre: keys, which varies from 8/. to 12/. per thousand, the 
= of renewal of —_ per mile per annum, at the latter rate, would be 
10/ 2s. 6d. for a line with 8 ft. bearings, and 8/. 9s. with 3ft. 9 in. bearings. 
This induced Mr. Barlow to try hollow wrought-iron keys, made like the Russel 
gas tube, but of such a form as to bear equally against the jaw of the chair 
the middle web of the rail, and the top and tt flanches. This form and 
substance, it has been found, gave great stability, held the rails firmly in their 
places, and yet possessed such elasticity as to neutralise the effect of the trae 
velling of the wheels over the chairs, and rendered the motion of the carriages 
peculiarly smooth and agreeable. A number of experiments were given, wherein 
the great superiority of these keys in their inherent qualities, and their cost 
over all other kinds, was satisfactorily shown. They have now. been.used for 
 cOysiderable period on the Midland Counties, the South-Eastern, the’ War- 
wick and Leamington, and other -railways; and, in the discussion which-en- 
sued, several engineers expressed themselves so well ‘pleased with them, that 
they intended to introduce them in all their new works. 
A paper by Mr. John Storey described -an oblique bridge of freestone over 
the River Gaunless, on the Hugger Leares Branch Railway. ‘This bridge is 
remarkable for the acute angle (27-deg.):which it forms with the line of the 
river it spans$and from its having’ been built so long ago as the year 1830, 
when that kind of construction was but imperfectly understood, and but little 
practised in England; the square section of the arch is nineteen feet, while 
the length of the face of the arch, in consequence of its extreme obliquity, is 
forty-two feet. The paper described :the.mode of setting out the work, and of 
executing the masonry ; they were-not'so theoretically correct as the methods 
now practised, but the practical effects were stated to be good, as after the 
centres were struck, the crown ofthe arch did not drop half an inch, and no 
subsidence has been since observed in any part of the work.—The meeting was 
adjourned until the 21st instant, when the annual general meeting would be 
held for the election of the council and officers for the ensuing session. 








Tut Tron Trane.—In corroboration of the opinion we expressed last week, 
that the state of the iron trade is at the present time more prosperous,.and the 
prospect afforded for its permanent continuance and ‘progressive advance more 
favourable than at any period during the past few years, we quote the follow- 
ing comments on the quarterly meeting at Birmingham from Aris’s Gazette :— 
The contracts entered into for the supply of manufactured iron were very large, 
not only for rails and iron in other shapes for railway purposes in connection 
with the numerous and important projects at present before the public, but 
iron in plates, rods, bars, &c., for general manufacturing purposes, was called 
for to an extent rarely witnessed—an indication being thus afforded of the ac~ 
tivity prevailing in the trade of the district. The present price of Staffordshire 
iron, of geod quality, is about 6210s. (71: ?) at the works ; hoops, 7. 15s.; sheets, 
81. 15s.; and pigs, 4/. to 4/. 5s. for best makes, The ironstone of North Staf- 
fordshire is again in general request among our neighbours in the south of the 
county, and at prices fully covering the.costof transit. The scarcity, and con- 
sequent high price of coal, was a subject of general remark, and is one which 
rather embarrasses the ironmasters.—The cause appears to arise from the un- 
willingness of the colliers to work full time; and hence an apprehension arises 
that a strike is contemplated by them. I: is/earnestly to be hoped that the 
masters on the oné hand will see that in fairness and propriety the men are 
entitled to be participators in the general prosperity of the mineral trade; and, 
on the other, that the colliers and othe: workmen will Jearn wisdom by the 
experience of the disastrous con eos of former sbrikes, and not risk the 
rmanence of that prosperity which is at present before them.

The meeting was numerously attended by the working miners, and 
several. gentlemen .comnected with mines in the locality took an active 
interest in the proceedings. . . 

CHarRMAN, in addressing the meeting, explained the objeet. which. 

parties who had been the, cause of their assembling had in view—Viz., 
that of providing for the widows and orphans of those who might, in their 
vocation in the mines, be deprived of life. He considered it unnecessary 
to dwell at any length on the-subject, as the merits of the proposed asso- 
ciation must be apparent to.every one, and he felt assured would be allowed 
to have claims on “ One and all.” The numerous accidents, in too many 
instances attended with loss of life, and the forlorn state in which the fa- 
milies of the sufferers. were left, without resources, were too well known 
toithose assembled ; and it was with the view of making some provision 
for the helpless that it was proposed to establish a widow and orphans 
fund. He would call on Mr. English, who was. present, and with whom 
the meeting originated, to enter into further detail, and to convey to the 
meeting the sentiments he entertained, with the prospect of carrying out 
the praiseworthy object which he had the honour of submitting, ’ 
. EnGiisn addressed the meeting at considerable length, dwelling 
onthe misery which too often attended the loss of life in mines and col- 
lieries. He was happy to say that Goverhment were directing their at- 
tention to the subject, to prevent, so far as was practicable, the sa- 
crifiee of life—but. this was not all that was necessary. No human fore- 
sight, no precautionary measure, could prevent accidents occurring; and 
it was in such cases, when the widow and orphan were left unprotected, 
and had no refuge but the “ Union,” that the objects of this. institntion 
would be directed. He would briefly explain to the meeting the proposed 
plan, while he wished to impress on the working miner that the measure 
was not eompulsory in its nature, that the contributions would be volun- 
tary—and supported, as it would be, by the lords, adventurers, merchants, 
andagents in mines, as well as by the humane and liberal portion of the 
community at large, the suecour would be rendered by those who bene- 
fitted by the labour of the working miner. It was not, however, intended 
for a moment to exclude the subscription of the miner, for his one penny 

month would not only be agceptable and accepted, but would consi- 
derably. aid the. cause, from the vast numbers who would cheerfully con- 
tribute their mite towards'a fund for the relief of the families of their com- 
rades; ‘and there was also. another strong reason why they should sub- 
scribe—it was that of supporting their character for independence; for as 
subseribers to the fund, however humble might ‘be their contribution, yet 
there was the pleasing, the ful’ conviction, that their families would 
not be the recipients of the ty of others, but would have a legitimate 
claim on a fund to which their deceased relatives had contributed during 
their lives; He would not occupy the time of the meeting by dwelling 
on the claims which the operative miner had on those possessing the means 
of rendering aid. The very nature of the occupation carried with it dan- 
ger, while the earnings were not such as would allow for more than the 
common necessaries of life, and’thus was the miner precluded from making 
any provision for his family, By the establishment .of this fund, means 
would be afforded of aiding the widow and orphan, in a manner whieh 
would be felt and appreciated by every one he addressed. He was not in 
a position to lay down any precise rules for the government of .the insti- 
tution, that must be left to abler hands; it was sufficient for him to invite 
the attention of the mining community to the subject, and, by the appoint- 
ment of local committees, render the aid, as well as the objects, universal. 
The meeting, which/ had been called under the auspices of their respected 
Mayor, was the first which had been held, and proud washe to find, that, 
however brief the notice, yetthat the subject had awakened a lively in- 
terest, as was plainly evineed by: the assemblage of those present. Cheered 
on by their support, he should proceed by calling meetings at Liskeard, 
St. Austell, Camborne, Redruth, and other mineral districts, within a few 
days,at which he would get committees appointed, so that they might 
communicate with one central committee, who should have the general 
management of the affairs of the institution. He solicited all who felt an 
interest in the welfare of the working miner to come forward and lend 
their aid in the good cause. He did not require that any pecuniary ad- 
vance should be made at the moment,.as it would be good time to-call for 
that when the institution was more fully matured; but he trusted they 
would, at least, give their names, as demonstrating’ the interest they felt 
atid their anxiety to encourage the permanentestablishment of the “ Widow, 
and Orphans’ Fund.” It would be his duty, before resuming-his seat, to 
propose a committee, and it was with much pleasure that he laid before 
the meeting the names of five gentlemen who had consented to act—viz., 
the Mayor, Dr. Hender (of Callington), J. H. Hitchens, Esq. (of the 
Holmbush, Bedford United, Wheal Maria, and other mines), John Peters, 
Esq. (of the Tamar Consols and Callington Mines), and Robert Sargeant, 
Esq. (of Wheal Martha Consols, &c.) Those gentlemen had kindly ex- 
pressed their willingness to act as a provisional committee for the imme- 
diate district of Callington, He had only, in conclusion, to state, that the 
hon. secretary, Mr. G. W. Snell, had ‘liberally contributed 5 guineas, and 
that the Mayor and others, taking an interest in the institution, had, with 
himself, subscribed upwards of 501. 

Dr. Henver, M.D.,;. it? addressing the meeting, adverted, in energetic 
and eloquent terms, to theimotives which had influenced Mr. English, and 
those-who had humanely co-operated with him, in bringing before their 
notice‘a measure which promised to be of so much benefit to the practical 
miner.

MINE ACCIDENTS. 

Levant Mine.—W. Trezize was seriously injured by a fall of ground. 

Wheal Seton.—Thomas Knuckey received several severe injuries from the 
platform giving way on which he was standing, repairing a shaft. 

North Roskear.—Robert Boase had. his arm broken by a stone falling. 

Monmouth.—Two miners, named, Hopkins and Lilly, were killed by a fall of 
loose stones and earth\in a quarry in which they were employed. 

Ince, near Wigan.—An explosion of fire damp took place at Messrs. King 
and Co.’s colliery, by which two: miners -were seriously injured.—One of the 
men, named William Priestley, has since died. 

Derbyshire-—A young man, employed at Mr. G. H. Barrow’s, Staveley, im- 
prudently put his arm through the fly-wheel of the engine, when the engine 
being set in motion, he was dreadfully crushed. 

Llandudno.—As W. Foulkes was descending the shaft of Messrs. Worthing- 
ton’s mine, his foot slipped, and he fell to the bottom, fortunately without, sus- 
taining serious injury.—A short time.since, J. Roberts, of Amlwch, was fright- 
fully injured, while working at the capstan, . by getting his head jammed be- 
tween one of the arms and a fixed post. He has since died. 

Caution to Engineers— Verdict of Manslaughter.—A few days since the boiler 
at Mr. Morris’s iron-works, Park-lane, Tipton, exploded, and killed a boy who 
was employed on the works. At the inquest on the body, it was proved by the 
evidence of scientific men, and from a careful examination of the broken boiler, 
that it must have become empty and red-hot, in consequence of neglect on the 
part of the engineer, who was absent from the engine when the explosion took 
plaee, and that it would not have happened if he had used common care and 
attention to his duties: it was alsoproyved that the boilers and all the machinery 
were in perfect order, when H. Thompson, the man at fault, took charge of the 
engine, after it had been. working through the night. Thejury returned a ver- 
dict of manslaughter, and the engineer was committed for trial.
